Tests Made by Sclcntlsto Show That 


Abundance of Microbes-Even In 


Natatorlumo of Wealthy Club* 


Make Them Cesspools. 


New York.—Tho average man who 


stands at the edge of a swimming pool 
ready to take the plunge which for. 
him means refreshment and delightful 
relief doe's not realize-that he IB about 
to expose himself to the attack of. mil- 
lions upon 'millions of disease germs 
lurking In the" tempting water'.Jjefore 
him. It matters little where this swim- 
ming pool happens to be, whether in 
a fashionable clubhouse or In the base- 
ment of an East Side tenement house;' 
almost everywhere, owing to 
Ineffi- 


cient supervision.and ignorance of tho 
dangers involved, these pools are de- 
clared by certain Investigators to be 
a menace to health. 


So grave, In fact, do these Investi- 


gators consider the danger of disease 
from this source that it 
has been 


thought,neeessary to call an Interna- 
tional conference of bath officials to 
convene at The Hague this summer, 
and in New York City a meeting of 
public bath :offlcla!s was held recently, 
and the American Association lor Pro- 
moting Hygiene and Public Baths was 
formed. The forming of this associa- 
tion Is a preliminary etep to the inter- 
national conference. 


"Swimming pools," says H. F. J. Por- 


ter, discussing, tho matter In a recent 
Issue of the Survey, "are little more- 
than cesspools." The .public generally 
regards them as refreshing, Invigorat- 
ing and beneficial, and few have over 
dreamed that they may be breeders of 
disease. There are hundreds of such 
pools nil over the city. Recently In 
the interest of the deportment of bac- 
Iprjplogy of liic University of Chicago 
K. N. At.kins made a careful study of 
five pools whoso water supply WB.R 
supposed to be clean. 
Investigation 


proved that they caused ailmentn of 
eye, ear and throat nnd intestinal dls 
ease. 


Investigations in Hamburg and in 


Purdue, Brown, Chicago nnd Yale tin! 
versltlcs showed that the Impurities 
nre bacterial and 
chemical foreign 


matter, and all detected the presence 
of dangerous disease microbes. This 
condition existed In places where the 
details of hygiene and sanitation arc 
otherwise scrupulously looked after. 


Examination of the Hamburg pools 


showed that watr-i- frqsh from the tap 
contained 57 mlcrobci a cubld centi- 
meter. Aftw 74 persons had bathed In 
the-water there wire 1,SOD microbes 
in the same quantity of water. When 
494 persons had entered the. pool the 
number had increased to .64,400, and 
after 829 bathers lird been In contact 
with the water then' were 154,000 mi- 
crobes present to the 
cubic 
centi- 


meter. 


The last flgures are interesting In 


that they show no proportionate in- 
crease in the number of microbes, and 
in that way illustrate tho septic lanl; 
theory; that is, alter a certain point 
of development the septic condition of 
water either kills tho microbes 
or 


they devour eacli other wheh they 
have become too numerous, thus main- 
taining a maximum of Impurity.

the electors "appointed" by the states 
should Vote on Candidates for presi 
dent and that the one receiving the 
largest number of

president, and the One getting the 
next largest should he vice president. 
This worked very well for the two 
ejections of George Washington, for 
there was really no Opposition to him. 
But lu 1790 John Adams was the can- 
didate of the federalists and Thomas 
Jefferson of the Democrntlc-Kepubll- 
cans, and though Adams was elected 
president, Jefferson, his leading rival 
in the politics of the day, received the 
second largest vote and:was seated in 
the vice presidential chair. This was 
embarrassing to both of them, and the 
system wan so generally unsatisfac- 
tory that the constitution was amend' 
cd 111 time for the election of 1804. In 
accordance with the new plan, wnlch 
IB still followed, the electors vote for 
president und vice president by sepa- 
rate ballots and a majority Is required 
in each case.

majority Vote In the electoral college, 
the House of representatives is .re- 
quired to proceed at once to elect a
